When I visited this beautiful city 
of 50,000 two years ago, the sta te­ 
wide prohibition law was not yet in 
effect, and there was a “ whiskey- 
shop” in about every fifth or sixth 
store room. 
Besides almost every 
grocery carried a line of “ wet goods” 
the same a s they carried sugar and 
coffee. 
However, in J anuary of 19 07 
the prohibition law went into effect, 
and every saloon in this great State 
of Georgia was closed. 
Having now been in effect over a 
year, some of the results of the law 
are apparent. Tt seems to he the con­ 
sensus of opinion that the abolish­ 
ing of the saloon ha s been a great 
blessing, and that much good has re­ 
sulted— especially to the negro. 
It 
was said that the law would kill the 
town; that there would be numbers 
of vacant store rooms; that many, 
many men would be thrown out of 1 


employment, etc., etc., all of which 
arguments we have Heard in our own 
State in connection with the county 
option law. 
However, the fa ct is 
that 
there are few or 
no vacant 
rooms in this town at present. 
As 
the saloons closed up, other lines of 
business rented 
and occupied the 
buildings. 
The capital invested in 
saloons was diverted into other and 
more legitimate 
channels, and the 
men who were interested in saloons 
and 
their 
employes, 
found 
other 
means of livelihood and other em­ 
ployment. 
Of course, the boot-legger and the 
blind 
tiger ha s been 
rampant, a s 
might have been expected, but all 
violators are being vigorously prose­ 
cuted and it is said that the $500 
fines being handed out will soor. put §

"I am now reconciled to the change 
of government in Hawaii,” said the ex ­ 
q ueen. “but I am too loy al to the 
United States to be willing to he the 
occasion of reproach when future his 
torians shall tell how this government 
was enriched by accepting without 
compensation land it had assisted in 
taking frcm a weaker sovereign. 
"Through the loy alty of the Hawa 
iian people, I can end my day s without 
actual want, hut if this nation does 
not soon act it will lose forever the 
opportunity to make reparation for 
what one of its presidents called an 
unwarranted act. Hawaii has cost, this 
nation nothing, hut valuable lands 
j have been added to this country ’s do­ 
main by its acq uisition. Although this 
government assumed $4,000,000 of Ha­ 
waii’s debt, the cash revenues to the 
federal treasury since annex ation have 
amounted to over $10,000.000.” 
The former q ueen is seventy -one 
y ears of age and bowed with the grief 
of blighted hopes. 
She speaks falter- 
ingly when she alludes to the day s 
that were glorious for her as ruler of a 
kingdom.
